And he said “I would rather have 
w ritten those lines than to take 
Quebec 
tomorrow.”

took 
“Quebec tomorrow” and was killed 
in doing so. 
Then there was Cecil 
Frances 
A lexander who, so far as we konw. 
never wrote but one poem, “The 
Burial of Moses,” beginning— 
“By Nebo’s lonely mountain 
On this side Jo rdan ’s wave, 
In a vale in the land of Moab, 
There lies a lonely grave.” 
And this great poem reminds us 
of another on the same theme— 
“The Burial of Sir John Moore,”

by

Irishman, 
Charles Wolfe, while at his desk in 
a school at Dublin— 
“Not a drum was heard, not a 
funeral note, 
As his corpse to the ram part we 
hurried * * * ” 
Wolfe later wrote other poems, 
but he is known only for this great 
first-effort. And then thi ic 0 John 
H oward Payne, known only for 
one poem—

place like home. 
Need we mention Francis Scott 
Key and his one poem that im­

Large Crops. 
In the class of large crops w ere 
corn, oats, hay, rice, potatoes, to­ 
bacco, cranberries, and alfalfa and 
sw eet clover seeds. 
L arg er than 
average crops of flaxseed, sorghum 
silage, peanuts, sugarcane, hops, 
apples, 
pears, 
cherries, 
citrus 
fruits and truck crops w ere h a r ­ 
vested. 
The favorable size of this y ea r’s 
crops does not m ean, how ever, 
th a t supplies of all foods will meet 
the dem and. 
T here is a possibil­ 
ity that stocks of m eats m ay not 
he as large as consum ers would 
like. 
Increasing spending power is 
expected to swell the dem and. 
Nevertheless, 
m eat 
supplies 
probably will average about 148 
pounds for each consum er. 
This 
is sharply higher than the prew ar 
average of 126 pounds.

HEN we com pare the conditions of nations and people in anti-capitalistic 


countries with the security, prosperity, happiness and well-being of our 


people under United States capitalism, we appreciate our privilege of living 


in a capitalistic, democratic country.

Stockholders and corporations, after paying 


the highest peacetime taxes in the post-war years, have had the highest net aver­ 


age earnings in history from their investment. 


Our farmers had cash income from marketing last year am ounting to 


twenty-seven billion five hundred million dollars, the highest on record. 


Total farm assets of our country am ount to slightly more than one hundred 


twenty-seven billion dollars, against which there is an indebtedness of only 


twelve billion four hundred million dollars. T hus our farmers have ownership 


equity of over 90 per cent in their farms. 


In non-farm homes, counting apartment buildings with four or less fami­ 


lies, and all valued at a total of two hundred billion dollars, our home owners 


have an equity of one hundred fifty-eight billion dollars—a substantial owner­ 


ship of 79 per cent. 


Therefore, as a result of the opportunity provided by our free-enterprise 


capitalistic svstein, the people of our nation have a free and clear ownership in 


their homes and farms of 83. * per cent. 


Our people have savings of more than one hundred thirty-six billion dol­ 


lars in government bonds and savings accounts. 


An additional ninety-seven billion dollars are on deposit in commercial 


bank accounts. 


Our men and women have a cash investment of sixty billion dollars in 


life insurance policies. 


A high percentage of our working people are provided w ith unemploy­ 


ment insurance, sickness, accident and retirement benefits, financed by employ­ 


ers, employees and government. Others who are not covered by these plans and 


w ho find themselves in need are provided for by governmental and social insti­ 


tutions. 


We arc increasing our efforts to improve the standard of living of the 


people in the lower income brackets. 


T he United States, with only six per cent of the world population and 


seven per cent of its land area, under its democratic, capitalistic system, before 


World War II, produced forty-seven per cent of the w orld’s manufactured 


goods, but what is more important, ninety per cent of that production was 


consumed w ithin our ow n borders.
